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DETAILED ACTION 
Advisory Action Cont 

The After-Final Amendment is denied entry for the reasons already advanced in the 
Advisory Action and for the following reasons: 

a. The proposed amendment introduces new claim limitations (e.g. "for use in a 
mammalian cell") which require additional search and/or consideration. Further search, 
may necessitate the raising of new prior art rejections. 

b. The proposed amendment introduces new claim limitations (e.g. "for use in a 
mammalian cell") which requires additional consideration as to the necessity of raising 
new rejection (s) e.g. pursuant to 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph for written description/new 
matter/enablement as pointed out during the interview. For example, applicant's 
arguments and newly amended claims (e.g. "for use in a mammalian cell") raises issues 
under 1 st paragraph (e.g. written description/new matter/enablement) regarding the 
description/enablement of the proposed amended genus of c-DNA's to express amino 
acid sequence of SEQ ID 2 in mammalian cells utilizing retroviral vectors. 

c. The proposed after-final may necessitate the rewriting of the prior art rejections to 
address the patentable weight afforded the new claim limitations (e.g. "for use in a 
mammalian cell") 

d. The citation of additional publications (e.g. Chittenden et al. and Cooper et al.) in 
support of applicant's arguments requires additional consideration and perhaps 
additional examiner search (e.g. new articles) to rebut these references.
